AMMONIA EXPLOSION SUNDAY 


IN HOUSTON DAIRY KILLED 


THREE; CAUSE IS UNKNOWN 


HOUSTON, Aug. 12.—W—A dairy 
plant ammonia explosion here yes- 
terday killed three men and the 
forces that set off the blast still 
were unknown today, pending offi- 
cial Investigation. 


Several rescue workers, digging 


frenzledly in the debris, were sick- 
ened by the fumes, but none was 
believed to have suffered perma- 
nent injury. 


Chester Hilton, 30, an engineer, 
am. L. A. Roblnsln, 35, electrician, 
were blown almost to bits, but Rob- 
ert E. Williams, 25, cold storage 
room workman, died even 
more 


horribly. His body was 
found 
wedged In a door leading from the 
compartment where he had been 
at work. 
Presumably he nearly 


saved his life only to but cut off 
by falling tools which partly block- 
ed the aperture. 


The blast smashed the Ice stor- 
age room of the Phenlx dairy and 
the adjoining chamber where Wil- 
liams lost his life. 
It 
occurred 
while Hilton and Robinson were 
washing a shell tube brine cooler In 
preparation for repairing an am- 
monia leak In one of the tubs. 
Hilton's body was recovered from 


a pit filled with water thrown in 
the room to clear it of ammonia.

through a metal lathe and cork in- 
suiated wall.

south to various points in Pennsyl- 
vania, and north to Toronto. 


In most cases the effects of the 


shocks were confined to the awake- 
ning of sleepers and the violent rat- 
tling of windows and dishes, but in 
Western New York, where the tre- 
mor appeared to have reached Its 
maximum 
Intensity, considerable!

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—OH—An ex- 
plosion aboard the giant oil tanker 
William Rockefeller today rocked 
New York harbor and caused 
death of one man and injury 
eight others. His body was found 
200 feet from the Bayonne, N. J., 
pier where the vessel was being 
unloaded of a cargo of crude oil. 


A spectacular fire followed the 
explosion. As the fire started 
a 
tug pulled the ship from the pier 
and with the help of the other tugs 
and two flreboats, which 
vered through a miniature 
flaming oil, the tanker was beach- 
ed on the Brooklyn) shore in 
the 


lower bay. For several hours . a 
dozen boats poured water onto the 
flaming ship and after the, fire was 
extinguished the vessel was towed 
back to Bayonne for resumption of 
unloading.

Standard OH Company of New Jer- 
sey, owner of the tanker, said'"the 
ship'was not badly damaged, the 
flames evidently having fed chiefly 
on the cargo.

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SMALL LAND WITHDRAWAL 


BILL BECOMES LAW WITHOUT 
SIGNATURE GOVERNOR MOODY 


AUSTIN. Aug. 10. — t'l - The 


Small bill, withdrawing from 
the 


market all unsurveyed public free 
school lands, riverbeds and chan- 
nels, was allowed to become a la\v 
today by Gov. Moody without his 
signature. 


"I do not agree 
with the bill." 
the governor said, "and if I thought 
the legislature would allov.- it to re- 
main he law indefinitely, I would 
veto it. I feel, however, that the 
legislature will avail itself of 
the 
opportunity at the next session o 
correct the law." 


In urging passa.ee of a measure 
at the next session to protect trie 
University of Texas land having 
potential oil value from being sold 
at less than an adequate price, the 
governor told the lawmakers that 


lands having great value might de- 
velop to be vacancies, subject to 
disposition as unsurveyed public 
school lands . He asked that if

legislature was unwilling to rc- 


i m a i n in session to pass

tracts, that vacancies should 
be 


withheld from the market until ad- 
equate measures might be enacted. 


"The 
legislature did not pass any 


law for the sale

school land with a. view of giving 
better assurance that the institu- 
tion would get the proper value for 
land sold, or a statute to withdraw 
only possible vacancies discovered 
in the University survey," a mes- 
sage filed by the governor with 
the bill said. 


He declared the Small bill would 


have a. decided

from the remedy he suggested. 


"It withholds from the market all 


vacancies of whatever class 
or 


kind, without regard to where they 
may 
be located," 
h continued. 


"That there are vacant strips of 
land in he immense area of Texas 
no one will doubt That they exist 
in oil fields has been established 
both in point of fact and law by 
our courts. Even though a vacan- 
cy may exist between two surveys 
in the midst of an oil field, 
this 


bill has he effect to \vithdraw such 
vacancies from the market. Any 
vacancy 
belonging 
to the state 


which is oil bearing is withdrawn 
from the market, and the oil under 
state land may be drained by con- 
tiguous landowners. 


"I permit it to become a law," 


the chief executive explained, "to

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON COTTON FEE 


We, your committee named by the president to investigate the FIFTY CENT PER BALE 


COTTON HANDLING FEE and seek its elim ination, have held several conferences with 
representatives of the several factors interested. 


Our findings, briefly, are as follows: 
First, the fifty cent per bale fee was added by local cotton merchants at the beginning of 


last years cotton season to meet what they felt was a part of the legitimate expense incident 
to the marketing of cotton. 


Second, the fee was unpopular with the farmers and worked to the disadvantage of the 


local spot market. 


Through the very fine cooperation of each of the interested groups, we have been able to 


arrive at what we believe is an entirely satisfactory solution for eliminating the fee. 


The local banks, through the Corsicana Clearing House, have agreed to waive exchange 


on clearance of inter-bank transactions within the city. 


The Corsicana Warehouse Company and E. K. Moore's Cotton Yard have agreed to lower 


their fee per bale from seventy-five to sixty cents. 


Corsicana cotton merchants have agreed, in view of these concessions, to eliminate Imme- 


diately the fifty-cent per bale charge to the farmer and thus absorb their part of this handling 
fee, giving the advantage to the farmer. 


We have found a spirit of give and take among these groups and a desire to keep Corsicana 


to the forefront as a favorable local cotton market. We believe the farmer will appreciate 
this desire to work to his interest and the community as a whole will be benefitted through 
good will which will come from this action.
